LIMITED DESIGNATION AS AN ELIGIBLE TELECOMMUNICATIONS CARRIER IN 

NORTH CAROLINA

The Wireline Competition Bureau seeks comment on a petition filed by NTCH, Inc. on behalf of 
itself and its affiliate WGH Communications, Inc. (collectively, NTCH).1 NTCH seeks designation as an 
eligible telecommunications carrier (ETC) in North Carolina for the limited purpose of participating in the 
universal service Lifeline program.2 In a separate pending proceeding, NTCH seeks forbearance from the 
definition of service area contained in section 214(e)(5) of the Communications Act of 1934, as amended, 
and section 54.207(b) of the Commission’s rules so that it can be designated an ETC for the limited 
purposes of participating in the universal service Lifeline program.3

Interested parties may file comments on or before April 15 2011, and reply comments on or 
before May 2, 2011.  All pleadings are to reference WC Docket No. 09-197.  Comments may be filed 
using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS) or by filing paper copies.4

Other rules pertaining to oral and written ex parte
presentations in permit-but-disclose proceedings are set forth in section 1.1206(b) of the Commission’s 
rules.7
